Tepe British troops crowned them- 
selves with equal laurele at the eouth- 
ern erxl of the Gallipoli pentneula. A 
firm footing bas been obtained. The 
Hine stretches across the eouthern end 
of the entire pentnsula, with both 
flanks seoured by the fire of warships. 
The army holds many comventert hand - 
Ing places, immune from the enemy's 
guna. 

“The probieme Britieh landing parties 
taced were different from those the 
Avetratane solved farther north. Here 
the cliffs are not bigh and trreguler 
but rise about fifty feet from the 
water's edge, with etretchea of beach 
at intervals. Five of theee beaches 
were selected for disembarkation under 
the cover of wurehips. It wer hoped 
the Turkish trenches wouk! be renmd- 
ered umtenable and the barbed wire en- 
tangiements cut by the fire of the 
ships, but these expectations were not 
realized.

Is the measure known as “The Liquor Act” which is being pro- 
moted by the Temperance and Moral Reform Leagut in Alberta, a 
measure of complete or partial prohibition? 

As far as can be judged by a little study, the measure is neither 
“fish, flesh, fowl nor good red herring.” The only prohibitory part 
im it is that it would prevent the workingman buying his liquor by 

as now, and would compel him to purchase it by the bottle 

only real definite thing which the proposed measure would 
do is to abolish the licensed houses as at present constituted and to 
set up in place of these an elaborate system of government vendors, 
registered drug stores, and to put upon the shoulders of doctors, 
dentists and veterinary surgeons a very grave responsibility in the 
matter of handling the liquors which they would be authorized to 
keep for medicinal purposes. There would also be set up a compli- 
cated system of permits and affidavits, not a single specimen form 
of which is appended as a schedule to the measure. 

Two clauses render the act a farce, namely, Clause 55, which pro- 
vides that “one quart of spirits or two gallons of malt liquor” may be 
kept in a private house for the use of the occupants, as beverages, and 
Clause 72, which expressly legalizes bona fide transactions in liquor 
between a person in the Province of Alberta and a person in another 
Province, or in a foreign country. The only thing which the measure 
would do would be to render the obtaining of supplies of alcoholic 
liquors more inconvenient than now, and it would open the door to 
innumerable abuses, a state of matters which is evidently anticipated 
by the promoters of the measure when one considers the numerous 
pains and penalties which are prescribed in the measure. 

One really serious matter is that the measure would withdraw 
from the Province the revenue it now draws from the licensed trade- 
What would the proposed measure offer in place of that revenue? 
Nothing at all. On the contrary, it would impose a heavy charge 
upon the Province for the administration and enforcement of the 
measure. In reply to a deputation from the municipalities, on March 
6th, Premier Sifton is reported to have hinted at the possibility of 
a levy being imposed for the administration of justice at some time 
in the future. The cost of enforcing the proposed Liquor Act would 
hasten the arrival of that contingency. Read Clauses 23 to 71 of 
the proposed Liquor Act and judge what the cost would be of ad- 
ministering such a complicated net-work of judicial machinery. This 
is a matter which would affect every taxpayer in the Province; and 
it would affect him to a much greater extent in the event of the 
passing into law of the Liquor Act. 

Clauses 4 to 20 of the proposed measure deal with the appoint- 
ment and duties of the vendors who under the Government would 
handle the sale of liquor in Alberta These vendors would be salaried 
officials (Clause 6) so that instead of drawing a license revenue from 
the sale of liquor, the salaries of vendors would be drawn from what- 
ever profits accrued from the sale of liquor. A great deal is being 
made at the present time of the Government of Russia going out of 
the liquor business. In face of their rejoicing over this fact, how 
could the promoters of the Liquor Act justify their forcing of the 
Government of Alberta into the liquor business There is an in- 
consistency here which requires some explanation. 

Clause 23 which defines what a druggist may or may not do in 
the matter of liquor transactions is another farcical proposition. 
He can sell no‘liquor except for medicinal purposes, and then only 
on a prescription from a bona fide medical practitioner. If a sick 
or injured person is carried into a drug store the proprietor thereof 
may not administer alcohol as a stimulant unless on a prescription 
from a bona fide medical practitioner, and furthermore he may not 
allow it to be consumed on his premises. After getting a doctor and 
receiving and recording a prescription the patient would have to be 
removed to some other place before the stimulant could be legally 
administered. 

Family life even is not held sacred by the promoters of the 
Liquor Act. Clause 33 provides that “no person shall sell or give 
liquor to any person under the age of twenty-one years, except a 
vendor or the father, mother, guardian or physician of such minor, 
and then only for medicinal purposes, and pursuant to a prescription 
from a physician.” What is to become of a young person in the 
event of sudden sickness or accident when perhaps no physician is 
available Even when the doctor did arrive he would have to write 
a prescription authorizing himself to administer the stimulant- 
Could there be anything more ridiculous? 

Clause 24, sub-section 1, would also produce abuses. There is 
no specification of the kind of alcohol to be used for manufacturing 
purposes. Under the proposed measure, the ordinary alcohol of 
every day use could be used for mechanical purposes instead of the 
denatured article. One can easily imagine how readily trouble could 
arise by reason of the loose wording of this clause 

Clause 48 should be studied with interest, for example by dealers 
who have ice crear counters, or who sell milk by the glass. If they 
have amongst other things, tumblers, or glasses or any other ap- 
pliances, preparations or utensils, similar to those usually found in 
hotels and shops where liquors are accustomed to be sold or traf- 
ficked, such places under the measure shall be deemed to be a place 
in which liquors are kept or had for the purpose of being sold, 
bartered or traded in, unless the party charged can prove to the con- 
trary. This clause can scarcely fail to lead to trouble and bring in- 


_ offensive people under suspicion. Interfering persons might cause no 


end of trouble by taking advantage of this clauSe to gratify jealousy 
or private spite. 

Read the proposed measure carefully from Clause 1 to Clause 74, 
and note its many inconsistencies and absurdities. Instead of cir- 
culating the measure far and wide its promoters seem to be keeping 
it under their thumb and asking the people to vote for a blank 
cheque which does not mean prohibition. The measure does not 
attempt to enact a prohibition regime at all If it is urged, why then 
oppose it. The answer is obvious. The measure would withdraw 
all regulation of the sale of liquor, it would multiply illegal sources 
of supply, it would destroy the revenue now derived by the Province 
from the sale of liquor, and it would impose a further financial bur- 
den upon the taxpayers to provide for carrying out an impracticable 
measure, further it would send out of the Province money which is 
spent.in the Province at present, and it would demolish the hotel 
system now established in the Province at a heavy capital outlay 
without making any provision for a substitute 

. No statement of policy in respect to this last important matter 
has been put forward by the promoters of the Liquor Act. Hotels 
are an absolute necessity to the province. This matter would ser 
iously affect the public both travelling and resident. What kind of 
hotel accommodation would take the place of the present system? 


This is a question which every voter should ask and as to which he 
should insist upon the promoters of the Liquor Act answering in a 
straightforward manner 

NOTE—The taking of this vote will cost the Province from 
$150,000 to $200,000. This sum will have to be paid by the tax 
payers, and inasmuch as there is a doubt as to whether the Direct 
Legislation Act, under which the proposed vote would be taken is 
constitutional, there is every probability that the money would be 
wasted if the legality of the vote were to be tested in the Law Courts 

More taxation for the farmer, for the tradesmen, in fact for 
every taxpayer in the Province Does the end justify the proceeding? 
That is the question which every taxpayer should ask himself 

Read the proposed Liquor Act from start to finish, and then re- 
flect how it will affect YOU ‘ 
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liquor question is all too frequently over-shadowed by the moral 
aspect, but that the material side is also of great importance is dem-~ 
onstrated by the fact that organizations composed of business men 
are being formed in the leading centres of population in the province 
for the purpose of opposing the proposed Liquor Act. 

Business men realize that the operation of that measure would 
result in the dislocation of important interests, the destruction of 
a very large amount of invested capital, and the elimination of proper 
hotel accommodation for the use of the public. These are things 
which intimately affect the community. It is no light matter to 
destroy capital at a time such as the present. As a matter of fact 
what is rather wanted is the conservation of all possible capital so as 
not to impair the aggregate financial well-being of the community 

It is ridiculous to assert that the existence of liquor licenses has 
militated against the progress of Alberta. The evidence is all to 
the contrary: There are many business men in Alberta who are not 
satisfied that the abolition of licenses would add to progress—as its 
promoters so confidently claim. 

It is significant, in connection with this aspect of the question, 
that not a single wealthy or progressive state in the United States 
has adopted Prohibition. Those states which are “dry” are amongst 
the least important of the States of the Union. Last November when 
a number of smaller states went “dry” the large and prosperous 
states of Ohio and California rejected Prohibitory legisla- 
tion by very large majorities. Only the other day the 
house of representatives of Minnesota rejected a measure to submit 
a state-wide Prohibition measure to the people. 

The same thing is to be seen in Canada. No progressive Al- 
bertan would suggest Prince Edward Island as an example of the 
successful working of Prohibition. Are Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick such wonderful monuments of material prosperity ac- 
coinpanying Prohibitory legislation as to be examples to be followed 
by go-ahead Alberta? Are the “dry” belts in Quebec and Ontario 
representative of the wealth, population and intelligence of these 
provinces or do they only form portions of the less progressive 
parts? The latter is generally conceded to be the case. 

These are matters which appeal to thoughtful business men, 
and there is the further fact of the Liquor Act withdrawing all reg- 
ulations and opening the door to abuses of all kinds. The elimina- 
tion of the provincial revenue from liquor licenses and the throwing 
upon the province the heavy financial burden of administering and 
enforcing the numerous penal Clauses of thesLiquor Act are also mat- 
ters which are not escaping the attention of business men who pre- 
fer to deal in hard facts and are not led away by sentimental plati- 
tudes or well-meaning but spurious sentiment. 

All these are considerations which have induced business men 
in the province to come out in opposition to the Liquor Act- They 
claim—and rightly so—to be actuated by the best of motives and 
to be as good citizens of Alberta as any other class in the community 


-In the discussion of a measure such as the Liquor Act it is essential 


that all sides should receive attention, and if the business men of 
the Province lay some stress upon the material side of the Liquor 
Act, it is because they believe that side to be of sufficient importance 
to be brought well to the front. 


Prohibition Fallacies 


What is the purpose of the proposed Prohibition Act? It is 
not to prohibit the use of alcoholic liquors in Alberta, because in 
at least two of its clauses it legalizes the use of liquor for beverage 
purposes. The measure admits the impossibility of prohibition, but 
why should not the advocates of prohibition have courage to make 
it a criminal offence to consume alcoholic liquors excepting under 
medical supervision? Simply because they are well aware that such 
an extreme step would not receive support except from a few ex- 
tremists, hence the introduction of a rmakeshift measure by which 
they hope to ruin the legitimate licensed trade in Alberta for the 
benefit of adjoining provinces, and the enrichment of “blind pig” 
Proprietors, There is nothing that can be called patriotic about such 
a measure. Nor is there any appeal to the reason of the people. 
The measure is purely coercive from start to finish, although even 
in this respect ht is far from consistent. Its advocates want to make 
drinking “indecent, illegal, impossible, except for the man who de- 
fies the law”—to quote the words of an ardent Prohibitionist in the 
province—but how can all these things be realized so long as clause 
55 of the measure legalizes the keeping of a specified quantity of 
liquor by private persons for beverage purposes, and clause 71 rec- 
ognizes the legality of inter-provincial transaction in liquor? A man 
may comply with the law, and still find nothing “indecent, illegal, or 
impossible” about his drinking. As a measure to promote Prohibi- 
tion the draft Act is absurd and ineffective and the inconsistency 
of its advocates should be kept in view. It is a bid for the support 
of the voters because its promoters prefer expediency to genuine 
conviction Without the slightest hesitation they would replace 
order by disorder, and substitute chaos for a weill-regulated sys- 
tem which is working satisfactorily and without prejudice to the 
province, 


One of the favorite arguments of the advocates of Prohibition 
is that their measure will eliminate drinking and drunkenness from 
the community. If this is the result in Alberta, it will be different 
from that seen in any other Prohibition locality. Prohibition pre- 
vents neither drinking nor drunkenness and it is ridiculous to make 
any contrary assertion. What are the facts in regard to drunkenness 
in Alberta? According to the latest issued volume of The Criminal 
Statistics of Canada—that for 1913—there were in that year some- 
thing like 18 convictions for drunkenness per 1,000 population. The 
actual figure would be less if allowance were made for repeaters and 
habitual offenders. Yet even taking 18 as the figure of those in 
Alberta who abuse liquor, this leaves 982 persons in every 1,000 in 
the province who are to be prevented using alcohol in a vain attempt 
to save the erring 18. One v 
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the taxpayers would be called upon to foot the bill. This fs an 
aspect of the measure which should be carefully considered by the 
voters, because the people who are advocating the measure will do 
nothing to help them from a financial standpoint. 

Even on general principles the “economic waste” argument is 
an entire fallacious one. It is capable of a very wide application, 
and if carried to its logical extreme, the requirements of the indi- 
vidual would be reduced to a minimum. Food, clothing, household 
furnishings, in fact the whole domestic economy is made up of things 
which are not absolutely necessary-and are therefore economically 
wasteful. Yet their production provides employment to an army of 
warkpeople who would be deprived of a living were everyone to 
cut down his or her requirements to the plain and absolutely neces- 
sary things. Luxuries are unnecessary, but even Prohibitionists 
commit the economic sin of gratifying whatever their taste or desires 
may be in the matter of luxuries. Because alcoholic liquors do not 
appeal to them, they would cut off the supply of these from every- 
body. Have the Prohibitionists any right to indulge in such a course 
of action?—Are they justified in attempting to erect into an offence 
any action on the part of their fellow-men which is not a direct breach 
of the moral law? 

The Prohibition measure in Alberta is to be pushed by means 
of professional organizers. That is to say, a movement which is 
held out to be the express desire of the people is to be promoted by 
the most approved methods of the machine. No longer can it be 
called a spontaneous movement but a matter of what can be done by 
the expenditure of money. And so, Prohibition, for which we are 
told Alberta is hungering and thirsting, resolves itself into a matter 
of professionalism and the grinding of a cleverly manipulated ma- 
chine. Is not this a wonderful way of producing a demonstration 
of the popular will? 


Labor and The Liquor Act 


The working man has a very real interest in the proposed Liquor 
Act. As a matter of fact. it would seem very largely framed up 
for him: Under its operation he would no longer be able to buy a 
glass of liquor in a licensed hotel. He would thus have to go with- 
out or incur the expense of bringing in his supplies by the bottle 
from an adjoining province. This would be no hardship in the case 
of well-to-do people, but it would be distinctly unfair to penalize the 
working man as would be done under the Liquor Act 

That measure tells the working classes they cannot be trusted 
to behave themselves. Because some 18 people out of every 1,000 in 
Alberta indulge immoderately in alcoholic liquors the other 982 who 
behave themselves are to be treated in exactly the same manner as 
the backsliders. Why do the reformers not concentrate their efforts 
upon the regeneration of the immoderate drinker, instead of penaliz- 
ing the whole community and especially the working man? Has the 
latter not a right to preserve his personal liberty of action in this the 
twentieth century? 

The refortners wax pathetically eloquent over what they are 
pleased to call “the economic waste of the liquor traffic.” This is a 
fallacy. The money spent for liquor circulates in the community in 
the same manner as money spent in the purchase of other com- 
modities. Adam Smith, the father of the science of Political Econ- 
omy, disposed of this argument long ago, and why it should be used 
today is only to be explained by the fact that it is a piece of plausible 
sophistry which may appeal to some people. 

“The economic waste” argument can be made to react upon the 
reformers themselves. Do they practice what they preach? Is 
every one of their purchases examined in the light of necessity and 
thus pronounced economically defensible? For example, do they go 
back to first principles in the matter of what they eat, drink, and 
wherewithal they shall be clothed?” In respect of these things what- 
ever is unnecessary to secure the preservation of life is economic- 
ally indefensible, but the practice of such a doctrine would bring 
about an industrial revolution. Luxuries are bought by people, as 
these can be afforded, and the fact of their being economically sound 
or otherwise, does not enter into the consideration of the purchaser. 
He pays his money for articles that are more ornamental than useful, 
and that money goes into circulation for the benefit of the com- 
munity. The same thing applies to money spent upon alcoholic 
liquors, but the Liquor Act would stop the province from obtaining 
the benefit accruing fromthe spending of that money 

Is there any reason to believe that all the money which is now 
spent upon alcoholic liquors in Alberta would be devoted to the pur- 
chase of purely economically sound commodities under the operation 
of the Liquor Act? This is extremely unlikely. As a matter of fact 
the Liquor Act itself makes it still permissible to spend money upon 
alcoholic liquors, so long as a man keeps these.in his own house 
and does not obtain them in Alberta. If money expended upon 
alcoholic liquors is economically indefensible, why do the promoters 
of the Liquor Act allow such an unsound (from their standpoint) 
principle to be incorporated in the act? This, however, is only one 
of the many inconsistencies which are to be found in the measure 


Liquor is blamed by reformers for many things Needless to 
state it is not liquor but its abuse which produces tro ible- To rem- 
ecy the effects of abuse the reformers would prevent the use of liquor 
The curious thing, however, is that where this form of remedy has 
been tried such evils as crime, poverty, insanity and drunkenness 
still remain. For examples of the truth of this statement one has 
only to look at the records of the Prohibition States of t ic Union as 
well as the territory under Prohibition in Eastern Canada, As a 
matter of fact, prohibition is responsible for the creation of numerous 
evils, such as hypocrisy, evasion of and contempt for law, but the 
most serious charge that can’ be made against Prohibitu mn is that it 
transforms into offenders men who otherwise are perfec tly respect- 
able citizens. The drinking of liquor in itself is not an illegitimate 
act, and there is no reason why one particular section of the com- 
munity should be permitted to make drinkin§ an unlawful ac 
There is also no reason why the practice in Alberta should be dif- 
{erent from that of the other Western Province 

As far as poverty 1s concerne 1, reformers ignore the fact that 
the excessive use of liquor is less the cause than the result of poverty 
That is the view held by thoughtful students of social and economic 
conditions, and the remedy is rather to better these conditions than 
to attempt to cure them by a purely surface remedy of the type of 
Prohibition The latter does not increase the sense of se f-respect 
in any mar On the contrary, it detracts from tt Prohibition ‘ 
in effect that mankind cannot be trusted, ar d its object therefore is 
to compel a semblance { rtue whi illusory in every way : 
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
